Washington — (CPA) — Of more 


than passing importance is the reso- 
lution adopted by the United States 
senate requesting- the department of 
state to explain under what sanction 
of law does it "base its right either 
to approve or disapprove investment 
securities offered 
for sale in the 


money markets of the United States 
by foreign governments, 
corpora- 


tions or individuals." 


The issue was raised particularly 


in connection 
with the recent an- 


nouncement that the government of 
the United States did not disapprove 
of the German reparations loan, thus 
implying to many people that it fa- 
vored the transaction. Senator Glass 
is not opposed at all to the state de- 
partment's position in this particu- 
lar matter but he does not see what 
business it is of the American gov- 
ernment to say anything about it at 
all. 


As a matter of fact, the right of 


the state department to approve or 
disapprove 
foreign 
loans of any 


character has never been assumed 
by the department except by implica- 
tion. 
The usual course in the past 


has been not for the department to 
approve or disapprove the merits of 
a loan but simply to say that it had 
no objection to the flotation on the 
grounds of public policy. 


STARTED WITH HARDING 


The practice originated with the 


Harding: administration when vari- 
ous European 
governments 
were 


not disposed to fund their war debts 
with the United States 
and public 


opinion in this country was opposed 
to the lending of money to foreign 
countries whose governments were 
not ready to begin payment of their 
war debts to America. Informal con- 
ferences between New York bankers 
and the department of state result- 
ed in an understanding of an entire- 
ly voluntary character, backed only 
by the sanction of public opinion at 
the time.

particularly to have taken exception 
read: "I know of no other manufac- 
turing industry where the sale price 
of the product to the great mass of 
consumers is fifteen times the actual 
cost of production of the article sold. 


Mr. Sackett's speech was written 


several days ago and copies sent to 
the press to ho held for release

REMAINS COIIBTFUL 


Fiscal Year Closes With Sur- 


plus But Expenses Likely 
To Climb 


Washing* on—(#>)— Although 
the 


government will complete tho 1930 
fiscal year on June 30 with a surplus 
the treasury will refrain from any 
decision at that time whether the 1 
per cent reduction in income taxes 
granted this year on 192!) incomes 
can be continued for 1930 income. 


Estimates were made 6f a 
$122,- 


000,080 surplus at the end of 
the 


1330 fiscal year. Since then, however, 
estimates of farm board expenditures 
next year have reached ?l50,000,000 
and the new .soldiers' pensions bill 
adds another $75,000,000 to federal 
expenses. 


If continued, the 
tax 
reduction 


would reduce government revenues 
by $160,000,000. 


Such a reduction would be spread 


over two years, half in each, but half 
of the prest-nt reduction must come 
out of the tax on 1930 incomes so 
hat if 
continued as 
much more 


would be taken from the total of 
the tax for that year. 


The Increase in expenditures has 


made it appear to the treasury that 
t might be necessary to go hack to 
he income tax rates In the 
1923

school

clowns. It. also boasts of a school for 
training acrobats, 
jugglers, 
tight- 


ropa walkers, bareback riders, ma- 
gicians and other circus performers. 


The school for training clowns 


which gives instruction in the art of 
being funny and grotesque to both 
sexes, is located In Moscow and fur- 
nishes clowns, male and female, to 
hundreds of theatres and circuses in 
the Soviet Union. 
All are 
well 


grounded in methods of disseminat- 
ing communism. 


One of the oddest 
things about 


the school is that it was founded by 
a, woman, the first wife of Anatole 
Lunacharsky, formerly commissar of 
education. 
Students of both sexes 


between the ages of 14 and 20 who 
are thought to have special aptitude 
for buffoonery are accepted. 


They pay nothing for their educa- 


tion, the Soviet government consid- 
ering that clowns are good not only 
for spreading merriment, but in dis- 
seminating through 
their "white- 


face art" communist doctrines and 
proletarian ideology. 


There are now in the Soviet Union 


one 
hundred 
pairs of 
musical 


clowns, 130 solo trick clowns and 
fifty "rug" or tumbling clowns, 


built with the great outlet to the 
north in mind. 


One of the aims envisioned is a 


highway system 
which eventually 


will connect the capitals of all the 
Latin-American republics.

He is 
a son of the late Lorfl

Young Churchill was educated in 


the great British military school of 
Sandhurst and at first only the sol- 
dier's life appealed to him.

Then he served with Bri- 
tish troops in Indian frontier wars 
and on the Nile in the Egyptian 
campaigns.

nival air. Chicago had broken a new 
record, and her citizens were not at all 
backward in rejoicing about it. 


What other 
city celebrates 
its 


growth in this manner? Not even Los 
Angeles, supposed to possess the most 
ardent boosters alive. 
Nowhere on 


earth, probably, 
but in 
Chicago do 


things happen in that exuberant way. 


Now, at the same time that Chicago 


was celebrating her growth, her police 
force was running in circles trying to 
find out who killed a reporter. 
This 


particular murder came as the climax 
to many years of gang warfare! 
For 


more than half a decade 
Chicago's

the reporter was simply the under- 
world's last word in studied, insolent 
defiance—a sneering "What are you 
going to do about it?" that seems al- 
most incredible to one who does not 
know Chicago.

tional gang murder and

Mention law enforcement, and the 


average man promptly concludes that 
you are going to talk about prohibi- 
tion. If you go on to say that our pet 
weakness is to put laws on the statute 
books and then look the other way 
while they are being violated, he will 
be sure of it. 
But you could write a 


wJiole book on that subject and never 
once mention prohibition. 
We'do a 


great deal of very befuddled thinking 
and acting in regard to law enforce- 
ment; there is, for instance, the matter 
of horse-racing. 


The following incident is typical. It 


happened in Ohio, but the public at- 
titude that made it possible exists ev- 
erywhere in the Union. Just outside of 
Cleveland there 
is a large, well- 


equipped track for horse racing. Like 
all other large cities, Cleveland has a 
good many citizens who like to go to 
horse races. Like all other race-goers, 
these fans like to bet on the races. No 
race track could survive if this was not 
the case. The "gate" never begins to 
pay expenses; it is the track's percent- 
age from the betting machines that 
does the trick. 


Now Ohio has a law 
forbidding 


gambling at race tracks. It is an air- 
tight, fool-proof law, not to be evaded 
by "contribution systems'' 
and the 


like. Consequently, Cleveland does not 
get much racing. This summer, howev- 
er, a syndicate opened a 28 day racing 
meet at this Cleveland track. The coun- 
ty sheriff, whose duty it was to enforce 
the law and close the track, promptly 
left town on an 
indefinite vacation. 


Cleveland cannot find him. The county 
prosecutor says he cannot act until the 
sheriff acts, or refuses to act. The gov- 
ernor of Ohio says the same thing. 


Meanwhile the sheriff stays missing, 


the races are being run, Cleveland fans 
are having their fun-, bets 
are being 


placed 
and 
practically everybody 


seems to be quite happy about it. That 
is a typical bit of Americanism—the 
entire performance. One section of the 
citizenry thinks gambling is 
wrong 


and harmful, and has a law passed pro- 
hibiting it. Having done that it is con- 
tent. Another section docs not 
feel 


thai way. So it goes ahead and gambles 
—on horses, in this instance—never 
dreaming of trying to amend the law 
so the business could be dune legally. 


Ohio probably would get quite ex- 


cited if an effort were made to make 
race-track gambling legal. But it never 
bats an eye. when the law is openly vi- 
olated and the public officials hide out 
or pass the 'buck. Everybody is satis- 
fied. One clement has the law, the oth- 
er has the gambling. 
And there you 


are. So it is with countless laws.

FALLACY 


Dr. Alexandra Gueniot, for 50 


•ears a member 
of the 
French 


Academy of Medicine, retired at the

voting- his time these past 23 years 
:o compiling- 
a large work on 


'Duration of Human Life." The doc- 
tor is now 08 years old and accord- 
:ng to an American newspaper cor- 
respondent he believes men do not 
die, but kill themselves by 
eating 


too much meat and not enough fruit 
md vegetables. More important still, 
the doctor thinks they do not breathe 
Ipeply enough. 
He says the aver- 


igo man takes into his lungs only 
i quart or so of air in a breath, 
^o'mo even less; whereas a healthy 
person should fill his 
lungs with 


from two to four quarts of air at 
a breath. 


Let's chew this over and see how 


much substance and. how much bla- 
bla there is in it. 


The lung- capacity is known as the 


vital capacity, and it is measured by 
means of the spirometcr, such as 
:>no may blow into. The amount oC 
air a normal adult breathes in and 
out at each ord-inary quiet respira- 
tion is approximately a pint, not a 
quart as the French savant imagines. 
Then by an effort one can inhale 
an additional 3 or 31 pints. Or one 
can blow out the same additional 
amount of air after an 
ordinary 


quiet expiration. That would make 
a total vital capacity 
of approxi- 


mately four quarts. 
The amazing 


French doctor would have us make 
a regular babit of breathing up to 
our vital capacity. Boys and girls, 
let me caution you not to try it. 
Toy may get along fine for as much 
as two minutes, then you'll be sur- 
prised. 


Tho trouble with so many of our 


medical savants 
is they 
forget 


physiology or if they bother at all 
about that, then they ignore com- 
mon sense. 


I do not believe anybody (except 


invalids) will be harmed a bit by 
rying to follow Dr. Gueniofs sug- 
gestion and breathe 
more deeply. 


Such an effort can be kept up for 
only a few 
minutes anyway. It 


II adjust itself. Tou can't modify 


an automatic function, so easily as 
:hat, you know. 


Perhaps some actual benefit may 


•>& derived1 from the deep breathing 
business, if one does not take it too 
seriously, just tries a few deeper 
sreaths now and then. The benefit 
[ concede to it lies not in the tak- 
ing in of more air or the absorption 
of more oxygen, for that really does 
not happen; the good that may be 
done is in the possible freeing of the 
diaphragm and belly from the ha- 
bitual restraint or inhibition of rou- 
tine sedentary babit; and a more 
cjuablo distribution of blood by the 
"reer action of ths diaphragm. This 
is physiology, mind you. The dia- 
phragm is the breathing muscle, but 
it the same time it pumps bloo*. 
from the general circulation into the 
icart and lungs. 
If we could only 


tack onto Dr. Gueniot's recommenda- 
tion the instruction: Don't be chesty 
about it; do all your breathing with 
your 
belly (of " course in 
polite 


French), the broadcasting:

London—Great Britain's 
highly 


vulnerable Labor Tarty has just re- 
ceived one of its most serious blows 
from the most unexpected quarter- 
within its own ranks. And Sir Os- 
wald Mosley, 33-year-old M. P., has 
taken the 
most sensational

adopted by any ambitious 
politican 


in many a decade—he resigned his 
position in the MacDonald 
cabinet 


because, in his opinion, it was Viot 
doinff enough for the workers and 
unemployed who form such a large 
part of the Labor party's vote. 


Mosley waa Chancellor of the

Later on, however, the same prin- 


ciple of objecting to foreign loans en 
the ground of public policy was ex- 
tended by the department of state to 
cover loans intended for foreign cor- 
porations tied up with 
government 


monopolies. Herbert Hoover as sec- 
retary of commerce was the sponsor 
of this policy and there were a num- 
ber of instances of discord betweui 
the investment bankers and the de- 
partment of state, which resulted in 
at least two cases of total disregard 
by the bankers 
of the objections 


made by the department. 


HAS BIG INFLUENCE 


It has always been assumed that, 


irrespective of the fact that the de- 
partment of state was not operating 
under the specific authority of any 
law, It could 
publicly announce its 


objections and interfere considerably 
with the flotation of a loan to Amer- 
ican investors. While the bankers at 
no time sought the moral support of 
the American government for then- 
loans, they realized the danger of its 
moral opposition. 


When the departments 
of stale 


and commerce, acting together, wet-s 
trying to prevent the 
flotation of 


loans 
to foreign 
corporations 
or 


governments engaged in a monopoly 
in the production or marketing- of an 
essential commodity, on the ground 
that American consumers would be 
mulcted, there was much discussion 
ot possible 
legislation specifically 


prohibiting such loans. 
It was tho 


threat of such legislation which kept 
the investment bankers from kick- 
ing over the traces and making- pub- 
lic protest against the two depart- 
ments in question, though to be sure 
the murmurings in the New York fi- 
nancial district against government 
interference 
with private 
invest- 


ments were frequently at the boiling 
point. 


The effect of the senate resolution 


may be to put an end to the custom 
altogether, until 
such time as the 


government feels it is necessary to 
exert similar power, 
and in that 


event it will depend upon the acute- 
ness of the situation 
whether con- 


gress will authorize the department 
of state to pass upon foreign loans.

•wheat at the harvest period la not 
felt by farmers to Indicate good 
times, but right now middle west- 
ern financial chiefs look to this gol- 
den flow of grain to turn the tide 
of trade.

•week — just aa new wheat Is start- 
ing1 to move to market — is not en- 
tirely discouraging1 to business men. 
Emphasis is being placed here on 
the fact that these typical pre-war 
prices reflect good crop yields and 
also encourage the 
flow into con- 


sumptive channels of huge quanti- 
ties of old crop grain now frozen in 
storage. 


Throughout the drop of nearly ten 


cents a bushel In a little more than a 
week, the hand of the farm board 
has been conspicous by its absence 
f-om 
the wheat market. Grains are 


being allowed to seek their own lev- 
elg consistent with world conditions, 
as a consequence the trading air is 
being c'eared both here and in Can- 
ada. 


The wheat pool of that country 


still is loaded with vast quantities 
of gram on \vhich it loaned $1 a 
bushel. Similary, the farm, board, ag- 
encies of this country, a/© credited 
v, ith holding tens of milions of bush- 
e's pin-chased at an average price of 
$1.07. 


SEES TURNING POINT 


"This year's harvest should pro- 


vide the turning- point in business 
conditions," R. Arthur Wood, presi- 
dent of the Chicago stock exchange, 
explained. Mr. Wood not only is a 
student of economic conditions but 
has been in close touch with lead- 
ers of business and industrial af- 
fairs m the middle west to get their 
visws. 


"Experience has shown that big 


crops, whether selling at high prices 
or not, have had a stimulating influ- 
ence on general business. There is 
no reason for this year to be an ex- 
ception. Of course, no one looks for 
a boom, but the trade that the mar- 
keting of this year's crop creates, 
will in all likelihood prove the turn- 
ing- point for the present depression, 


"Proportionately, agricultural pric- 


es have not fallen as much as those 
of many other 
commodities. Be- 


sides, farmers have been lowering 
their production costs through great- 
er use of machinery. Unless there is 
more of a price collapse than now 
is indicated, many farmers are going 
to make money, and when they have 
money theio aie no better custom- 
ers " 


Mr. Wood and many leaders in the 


gram trade feel that this country 
and Canada made a mistake last 
year when they held prices above a 
world level. Europe

away 


from north American wheat whereW 
er it could. Now the cary-over of old 
crop wheat in the United States 
alone promises to be nearly 250,000,- 
000 bushels. 


"We must offer Europe wheat at 


a price that will induce her countries 
to buy," said James E. Bennett, head 
of an important grain house. "We 
must increase consumption at home 
and abroad, and the only way to 
Increase consumption is to offer the 
buying: public something better than 
the other fellow has to offer at a 
price that %\ill cause him to buy."

CHAINS ARE NOT 


VERY SUCCESSFUL 


Profit Reports Show Up Bet 


ter This Year Than For 
Last Year

Press 
Washington ~(CPA) — Efforts 
to 


curtail the activities of the chain 
•tores have not met with any mark 
«d success. 
This is evidenced by 


the sales and profit reports for the 
year to date which have come to 
governmental and private agencies 
here. In fact, the records make a 
better showing by far 
than the 


average of individual merchandising 
units. 


Sales reported by 32 chain store 


companies for the last month show- 
ed a total of $1X1,004,611 as compar- 
ed with $154,883,280 for the corres- 
ponding: period of 1929. This was a 
gam of 3 93 per cent. 
The 
total 


sales of these companies for the 
first 
five 
months 
of 
the 
year 


amounted to $704,987,544 as against 
$682,005,519 in the same months of 
1929. 
And this was during a period 


when business conditions admittedly 
were disrupted and depression exist- 
ed in many lines. 


With sales records like these, it 


Is not astonishing that efforts should 
be made by many states to impose 
special license taxes on chain stores. 
These efforts 
have 
led to a wide 


legal controversy. 
The chain stores 


stand 
firmly 
on the 
fourteenth 


amendment 
to 
the 
constitution, 


which provides that no state may 
deny to any person within its juris- 
diction the equal protection of its 
laws. 


There must be no discrimination 


against particular perso'ns or classes. 
As the courts have said, all persons

til they return again at the end of 
the ijext 30 days. 


However, the squealing of pigs, 


larking of dogs and the occasional 
bleating of lambs has become stiong- 


er in volume, as greater numbers of 
animals are brought to market. 


Hundreds of baby pigs change cars 


to be. transferred to new climates 
and new conditions. 


Dogs and rabbits also are* sold or 


exchanged quite frequently at the 
fair grounds. Every fair 
day 
at 


least three or four youngsters are 
seen running and dodging here and 
there with rabbits dangling by their 
ears from the tight clutch of small 
hands. 


There are many other interesting 


sights at the fair grounds, and the 
spot Is dear to the hearts of many 
old men oC the city, who find a lot 
of enjoyment wandering- here 
and 


there on the grounds in search of 
some intetcstmg events of the day.
